to appeal court award 


on architect’s fees 


The St, Albert Separate 
Protestant School Board will 
appeal a decision by Mr, 
Justice W, J, C, Kirbywhich 
it claims has set a legal 
precedent, 

Mr, Justice Kirby rec- 
ently awarded Edmonton 
architect Blake Pratt 80 per 
cent of his fee for designs 
for an addition to Leo Nick- 
erson elementary school 
which in 1966 the board had 
rejected as impractical. 

He awarded Mr, Pratt 80 
per cent of six per cent of 
the lowest tender, which was 
$268,896 including fees but 
excluding furnishings and 
site work, The award gave 
Mr, Pratt approximately 
$13,000, 

Mr, Justice Kirby also up- 
held a counterclaim by the 
board and, citing Mr, Pratt 
for negligence, awarded the 
board $3,000 damages. 

Charles Schroder, board 
chairman, said the board 
considers the appeal to be a 
test case as Mr, Justice 
Kirby’s decision will have an 
affect on board-architect 
relationships throughout 
Alberta, 

He said the case will es+ 
tablish the relationship be- 
tween boards and architects 
determ'ning the areas of re- 
sponsibility, in Alberta and 
possibly all of Canada, 

The school retained Mr, 
Pratt in 1966 to design an 
addition to Leo Nickerson 
school, He estimated it 
would cost $223,254, but 
when the tenders were open- 
ed the lowest was 20,59 per 
cent above that figure,

Remarks of the deputy minister of health services as 
a guest at the official sod turning ceremony of the new 
hospital in St, Albert seemed to us {nexcusable, 


Mr. J, D, Campbell is not an elected representative of 
the people he was addressing, He ts in effect their hired 
employee and responsible to the elected Minister of 
Health. It is therefore difficult to understand by what 
process of reasoning he could justify his flat statement 
that he had opposed this hospital project from its 
conception, and had put every block in its way that 
he could, 


Should a civil servant in any government department 
be in a position to put blocks in the way of any program 
approved by a cabinet minister? Unless his sod-turning 
speech was condoned by the Minister, it seems to us 
that he didn’t have the right (and shouldn’t have had

motor will burn out. 

“With so many extra 
lights for decoration, make 
sure that you do not over- 
load your circuits,’’ the 
chief warns, ‘‘Check your 
cords to make sure they are 
in good condition, Never 
leave your tree lights on 
when you retire or when you 
go out for the evening.’ 

He suggests that the tree

Strides over 5 years 


In 1959 the St, Albert 
Savings and Credit Union 
Ltd., was re-opened with 
tot al assets of $29,000, 

It operated on apartetime 
basis, two days aweek, from 
an old building it owned on 
the outskirts of the downe 
town area, 

Three years later it 
moved downtown, opening an 
yffice in the building on Per- 
ron Street now occupied by 
St, Albert Upholstery. 

In the three years, how- 
ever, the premises were 
about the only thing around 
the credit union that changed, 

Its assets only totalled 
$30,000 and it still operated 

on a part-time basis, two 
days a week, 

Things weren't going 
much better in 1963 when a 
bold decision was made, The 
directors hired a full-time 
manager secretary-trea- 
surer and threw the office 
ypen five days a week, 

It is a move that has paid 
iividends even the most 

ptimistic of directors 

uldn’t have foreseen, 

For from the time L, S, 
\lain walked through the 
ioor on Dec, 1, 1963, the 
credit union has grown by 
leaps and bounds, 

The total assets jumped 
several thousand dollars the 
first month he was in the 
place and by the end of 
1964, they had more than 
ioubled, reaching $71,000,

that the directors okayed 
the move into more access= 
ible quarters in the Apex 
Building. 

“I thought when I came 
here that I would have to go 
out and drum up business 
to get things going,’’ says 
Mr, Alain, ‘‘but I never got 
a chance, They kept me busy 
right in the office, *’ 

And things haven’t chan= 
ged, 

He now has an assistant, 
Mrs, Ruby Taylor, but the 
business they are now doing 
($346,000 to the end of Nov» 
ember) keeps them both 
going in the more spacious 
offices they occupied in the 
Perron Block a few months 
back, 

“We could reach three- 
quarters of a million by the 
end of next year,’’ specu-

current and chequing acce

The share plan acts as 
insurance, If you put $500 
in today and died tomorrow, 
you would collect $1,000, 
This holds true until age 
55, After that it drops on a 
graduated scale to 75 cents 
on the dollar, then 50, then 
25, 

One-year term deposits 
pay six per cent, Straight 
deposits pay six per cent 
on the ininimum monthly 
balance, 

The credit union loans 
money at one per cent per 
month on the unpaid balance, 
At the end of November, it 
had $300,000 loaned out, 

Albert Lesburg is presi- 
dent of the credit union and 
W, J, Veness is vice-pres- 
ident. Mrs, K, F, Ripley, 
N, J. Koch and Graham 
Blacklock are directors. 

There are also super= 
visory and credit committ- 
ees, with three members on 
each, 

The credit union also 
offers counselling as aser- 
vice to its members, 

‘We can help them man= 
age their finances,’ Mr, 
Alain said, ‘‘If they have a 
financial problem, we can 
usually help them along, *’

A shimmering plastic
